‘In 
every city there are buildings- whict 
are a menace to the community in 
adequate fire protection. Buidlings o/ 
this sort endanger the city day and 
night and impose a higher insurance 
rate. upon the property of all their

“It is a long, discouraging and often 
fruitless quest for city officials to at- 
tempt to apply legal measures to the 
correction of fire defects in these old 
buildings, Yet if the conflagration haz 
ards of our cities are ito be eliminated 
the menace of these fire traps must be 
removed. In ‘solving’ this problem the 
new plan of an influential local fire 
prevention committee is calculated tc 
serve.

Saving the Clippers | 

With either power or hand-operated 
hair clippers the barber must continually 
shake or rap them against the chair, in 
order to remove the hair from their 
teeth.
